This was published and printed by John 
Campbell, and appeared on April 24,1704. It 
was issued weekly and continued to appear 
until 17T6. Next in order *aa The Bostou 
Gazette, flrst published on Dec. 21,1719. On 
the 22d of December of the same year The 
American Weekly Mercurie appeared in Phil- 
adelphia, the famous William Bradford be- 
ing tho editor. 


BENJAMIN FRANKLHf. 


The appearance of The New England Cou- 


rant, a weekly newspaper published by James 
1' ranklin.older brother of Benjamin Franklin 
took place on Aug. 17,1721. The new Journal 
at once attracted attention by the slashing 
stylo of its editorials and criticisms, and the 
Me of its editor was by no means an cosy one. I 
1'ranklin began by fulling foul of the clergy 
and became involved in a fleroe controversy 
with Increase Mather and other ministers 
and was so liberal In his criticism of public , 
affairs that in 1722 a resolution passed the ' 
Legislature forbidding James Fraoklin to 
print or publish TheNow England Courant or 
any other pamphlet or paper »f like nature 
except it be first supervised by the secretary' 
of the province. For some timo Franklin 
yielded obedience to this edict, but within a 
few months after it was icsuod b;0 pap0» 
again appeared, with the name of Benjamin 
Franklin, a boy of 16, and a compositor in the 
olHce, at the head of the columns as the nro- 
prietor. 
e 


Now York o»mld not boast the possession of 


a newspaper until Oct. 16,1725, when William 
Bradford, founder of The Philadelphia Mer- 
cune, published the New York Gazette. In 
1CA Benjamin Franklin established The 
Pennsylvania Gn2etto, which appeared in 
Philadelphia. 
This journal continued in 


existence until 1845. when it was merged in 
Tlio North American. 


Under Franklin's able management it be- 


came tho leading newspaper at the country, 
nncl during the controversies with Enrland 
preceding the Revolution took a strong stand 
in favor of resistance and independence The 
famous letters of John Adams over the 
pseudonym of Novanglus appeared in its 
columns. The first newspaper published lu 
V irgmm was issued at Williamsburg in 173C 
It was entitled Tho Virginia Gazette, edited 
oy n illinm Parks, who, during tho nine pre- 
ceding years, had published The Maryland 
b "2° t T, A""alwlis' In "71 tbo first num. 
bers of The Massachusetts Spy, edited by 
I&aiah Thomas, appeared in Boston. It was

ter Spy.

at S a. m. But a tremendous rain storm 
cam" on during the night, and the order 
was countermanded. Some time in the 
night, too, a citizen of Greenville came 
in and informed a member of Morgan's 
statT that Mrs. Williams' daughter-in-law 
had l>een seen riding away from the town. 
It \\ as Known that young Mrs. Williams' 
husband was with Gillcui. 
Morgan's 


ofHt ers at the outposts were notified of the 
infurination. Morgan's personal guard* 
and orderlies were in the veranda, but 
the general moved them into the house 
out of the rain. At daylight there was 
suuMen and heavy firing, anil Morgan 
and his men looked out to find tho yard 
full of Union soldiers.

calls his contrivance tho Aladdin oven 
Its design is to utilize tho heat of an ordi- 
nary kerosene lamp for cooking, and tho 
design is vvroiight out effectually. While 
onu bits and reads by a lamp, or does 
other woi k, his food is thoroughly and 
deliciously cooked by tho heat given off 
from tlit lamp at tho same timo. The 
oven is constructed of wood pulp, faced 
with tin. All kinds of food may bo 
cooked \\ ith tho apparatus. The saving 
in fuel, dirt, ashes, space, smoko and 
hullabaloo can hardly bo computed. 


Mr. Atkinson, unliko many reformers, 


uses his own machine at homo. lie also 
delivers lectures, exhibiting it in opera- 
tion. Ono was given before tho Ameri- 
can Public Health association recently.

A Dying Industry. 


A good illustration of how tho world's 


industries change is given in the whale 
fisheries trade. It is an industry now al- 
most extinct. Ono reason is that petro- 
leum and cotton seed oil will answer the 
same purpose as whale oil in so many 
places, and aro so much cheaper and 
more easily obtainable that they arc 
largely used instead of that. This lias 
cheapened the price of whale oil so that 
there is no longer profit in fishing for 
whales for oil. 


The wlialo of tho polar regions, how- 


ever, is still hunted for in both the Arctic 
and Antarctic oceans for its whalebone. 
This species of cetacean is called the 
right whale, and it is to secure it that 
hardy, brave men take their lives in 
thuii bauds and remain in polar seas 
three to seven years. 


Twenty-five years ago there were near- 


ly 700 American whaling vessels on the 
seas constantly. Now there aro almost 
none at all. There used to bo great 
numbers of whales along tho Atlantic 
coast as far south as AVilmington, Del. 
Now one is rarely seen along the shore 
of the States. Cotton seed oil and petro- 
leum were discovered none too soon, per- 
haps, or tho whalo would have shortly 
become extinct. 


Traveling Royalties. 


It has been suggested that, now since 


tho little emperor of Germany is on his 
travels, he might with profit extend them 
to tho United States. Undoubtedly the 
little emperor of Germany would see the 
tlaited States sunk into Symmes' hole 
before ho would do it. There never has 
been a king, emperor, czar or shah from 
the Old AA'orld on a visit to our republic.

Dom Pedro, the democratic sovereign 
of Brazil, visited us once, but no ruler 
from Europe has ventured foot on our 
shores. 
In the nature of things they 


could not love us much. AVe are a stand- 
ing menace to their trade. 


The Injured. Husband Club. 


It started in Philadelphia, and it is 


quite the latest wrinkle. It is, in fact, a 
sort of cave of Adullam for men with a 
grievance. 


Husbands whose lives are consumed 


by a secret sorrow, husbands -whose 
wives do not love them, husbands -whose 
wives love them too much—the latter 
class constituting the far greater num- 
ber—all these flock to the standard of 
the abused husband club. Here gather 
those who have been divorced, those 
who want to be divorced and can't, 
those whose married existence is in gen- 
eral a purgatory of incompatibility, and 
those whose wives cannot or will not 
cook aright—all these gather around the 
friendly roof tree of the abused husband 
club, and in its diversions find surcease 
of sorrow. A committee examines the 
candidates privately, and the man who 
is by common consent the most cruelly 
abused, battered and put-upon husband 
is elected president. 


The club agrees to pay divorce and ali- 


mony expenses for its members, and 
otherwise comfort them to the extent of 
its resources. A man who makes friends 
with his wife is expelled from the club. 
The organization is growing with mar- 
velous rapidity. 
It ia expected there 


will in a few weeks be 5,000 members in 
Philadelphia alone. 
This is hard on 


Philadelphia wives. 


Farmers and Cooperative Industry. 


Two meetings of significant interest 


were recently in progress on the same 
day in our wide country, one east, the 
other west. 
One Was the Interstate 


Wheatgrowers' association at St. Louis, 
the other a meeting of delegates from 
the five states that supply New York 
city with milk. Both met with the game 
object—to protect the interests of farm- 
erg by co-operation. The name of the 
western organization is the Farmers' 
Federation of the Mississippi Valley. 
Tho eastern calls itaell the Union of 
Milk Producers for the'Supply of fie 
New York Market. 


The wheat growing farmers at St. 


Louis represented a capital of $20,000,- 
000. The milk farmers intend to start 
with a capital of $000,000. Both intend 
to bind themselves together in fast 
union and take the fixing of the prices 
of their products out of the hands of mid- 
dlemen and regulate them themselves. 


Under existing arrangements, 10,000 


milk producers are at the mercy of the 
New York Milk Exchange, a combina- 
tion of 100 men, hardly one of whom 
ever milked a cow in his life. The plan 
is to divide the milk region into dis- 
tricts, with a shipping agent for each. 
The milk will be forwarded to a central 
depot just outside of New York; thence 
it will be distributed under orders of the 
producers themselves. 


At the wheat growers' meeting a Chi- 


cago grain speculator told the farmers 
that the monopolists, selfish as thej 
were, had taught a lesson which would 
be a blessing to humanity. It was the 
lesson of co-operation. 
They had ac- 


complished their ends by hanging to- 
gether, and farmers could hang together 
as well as monopolists. The farmers re- 
solved then that they would hang to- 
gether, and fix the price of grain them- 
selves. The price of bread will not be 
any higher to consumers, however. 


Then tho agriculturists resolved to 


memorialize congress to make reciprocity 
treaties with the nations that take our 
products, so that farmers' stuffs can en- 
ter those countries free. They also de- 
cided to ask congress to break up other 
trusts and monopolies, and to admit ag- 
ricultural implements and the iron used 
in their manufacture free. 


It will be deeply interesting to watch 


the farmers' management of what is un- 
doubtedly the coming system of indas- 
try for tho world—the system of co-oper- 
ation.

Transfusion of Blood.

A man in 
the room with him was already dead 
when the door was bur&t open 
Life 


barely remained in this man, Morris A

Eight ounces were 


taken from the suffocated man's arm to 
make room for the strong, new blood. 
The German's arm was opened, and ten 
ounces of blood were pumped from him 
into Redding's arm, through a rubber 
tube with a silver mouthpiece. Blood 
was taken from the left arm, above the 
elbow. Redding's breathing was scarcely 
perceptible when the operation began. 
After receiving two or three ounces it 
began to be normal. 
But the first 


change was in the quickening of his 
pulse. Fifteen minutes were required 
to force the ten ounces of blood into the 
patient's arm. At the end of that time 
his pulse was nearly normal and his face 
wore a flush. It was rosier than that of 
the brave and kindly German who saved 
his life, for his countenance had grown 
pale under the process. 
He soon recov- 


ered, however. 
So did the man who 


was so near death. 
Undoubtedly he 


would have crossed the borderland only 
for the operation. 


Along with the description of the find-

Eight Hours a Day. 


An attempt was made in 1880, by the 


Federation of Trades and Labor unions, 
to establish the eight hours working day 
throughout the country. The effort was 
successful among the cigar makers and 
German printers. 
Furniture workers 


compromised with their employers on 
nine hours. 
Carpenters obtained also 


important concessions. 
In eighty-four 


cities their working day was reduced to 
nine hours, while in seven cities they ob- 
tained their full demand for eight hours. 
These were the substantial results from 
the effort of 1886. 


The two organizations named have 


since been merged into the Federation of 
Labor, with a membership of 020,000. It 
embraces all the most powerful trades 
Unions in rto InnH 
With flu« potv^r be- 


hind n the Federation proposes again to 
take up the fight for the eight hours la- 
bor day. As a beginning they have 
asked Mr. Powderly to present the sub- 
ject to the general assembly of the 
Knights of Labor at Atlanta in Novem- 
ber. It is expected this will be done. 
Then, with tho moral support of the 
Knights, the Federation will make its 
fight. The general adoption of the eight 
hours working day is set for May 1, 1890. 


Eight hour leagues will be formed 


among working people throughout the 
country, literature and statistics will be 
scattered broadcast, and all means of 
peaceful agitation taken to arouse the 
labor element to the occasion. A national 
day will be set apart to win adherents to 
the cause. Strikes will only be resorted 
to as a last necessity. 


The Federation of Labor behave that, 


with wise management, the movement 
will succeed this time. 
Mr. Samuel 


Gompers, president of the Federation, re- 
minds doubters that not the first, or even 
the second attempt of any movement for 
improving the condition of a whole peo- 
ple is successful, though it be carried at 
last. Among arguments for the eight 
hours labor day Mr. Gompers adduces 
these: 


We and today that the working people of the 


country are forced upon either one or the other 
horn of a dilemma, the acceptance of low wages 
or the going without employment by reason of 
the vast army of unemployed. It seems to me to 
be not only a consideration of humanity to find 
employment for those who are willing to work 
and cannot find it, but a consideration of the 
most material of our interests, that of making 
our employment mora steady aui rendering our 
wages more staple and less liable to reduction. 
These considerations demand of us that we re- 
duce the hours of labor to eight per day. 


Certainly in this latter part of the nineteenth 


century, with all the implements of machinery, 
science and knowledge contributing toward the 
production of wealth, we hav« arrived at that 
stage when eight hours per day Is more than 
sufficient to produce all the necessaries and the 
luxuries that any people can reasonably waufc.

From the time when 


Catullus lamented the death of Lesbia's pet 
up to now the common little bird, w hether 
leading a sooty existence "on the housetop 
lonely" ot c ut in the open, has inspired a cer- 
tain semi-< ontemptuous affection, a dimin- 
ished form of the feeling that made Burns 
turn the weeder-clips aside and spare the 
thistle. It has always been associated in the 
mind of the English and Scotch colonist with 
home, Fai away in Australia aad New Zea- 
land, as well as in America, the ezlled Euro- 
pean used forty years ago to long m vain for 
tho §ouud of its cheerful chirp and a sight of 
its familiar feathers. Indeed, this patriotism 
went so far that a vast amount of energy 
was expended in order to acclimatize it—tho 
amateur ntturalist little dreaming of tho 
plague it pi omised to become. 


During tlio fifty years irtei voning between 


1831 and IftM no fewer than sixteen attempts 
were made in as many different places to m- 
trodaM the bird to the States. Nor was sen- 
timent the only motive at work. It was v ig- 
orously asserted that tho sparrow v as n faith- 
ful ally of the farmer and a wholesale de- 
Vourer of insects. For a length of time tho 
experiment proved an utter failuie; but in 
1858 the Brookljn Institute took the matter 
up, a committee was formed and over £40 
subscribed to induce tbo sparrows to emi- 
grate. 


Probably encouraged by such an overflow 


of kindness this time they settled down in 
real earnest to the werk of colonization. As 
soon as a few of them became accustomed to 
the climate they built nests and spread and 
multiplied over the face of the earth until, in 
the words of n recent agricultural repsrt, 
they m 1880 occupied an area of 886,000 square 
miles and « ere still increasing From Maine 
to Kansas the sparrow holds tho aeld. It 
flutters round the home of tho copper miner 
in Arizona and it is familiar among the 
ranches of Mexico 
Ornithological history
